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STAHLMAN’'S STATEMENT 


Of How the Interstate Law Affects the 
South. . 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—E. B. Stahiman, 
third vice-president of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, appeared before the inter- 
state commerce commission to answer certain 
etatements made by Commissioners Fink and 
Gault, of the Queen and Crescent route. He 
said that if there was any exception anywhere 
on the continent that called for relief under 
the fourth section, the whole southera system 
of railroads is that exception. Touching the 
application made by his company, Mr. Stahl. 
man ssid that an impression had been created 
that the Louisville and Nashville wanted r-- 
lief from the operation of the law, as it affested 
every pointinthe country. As a matter of 
fact it sought relief at seventeen pointe, and at 
fifteen of them there is strong water comnpsti- 
tion. As far as traffic between Kentucky 
points and Cincinnati is concerned, Mr. Stahi- 
inén suggested that the effect of the application 
weu'd be to canse railroad campanies to open 
depots at Covington and Newport, opposite 
Cincinnati, and maintain the present competi- 
tive rates from these places to lrankfort and 
other iientucky points 

By an elaborate statement of rates, Mr. 
Stabliman sought to remove what he styled a 
misiaken imprestion to the effect that the 
couthern railroads had delibsrately gone to 
werk to build up the Alabama fron interes at 
the expense of other sections of the country. 
Rates were fairand equitable and the people 
were satisfied with them. 

jm awswer tothe chairman he said that he 
vas pot aware of any necessity for relicf in the 
matter of pizgiren rates on kis own line, bat 
he did desire relicf in through traftic to New 
York. The chairman suggested that such an 
crder weuld be facile unless other connecting 
rev ds joined in the application.

Mr. Stahlman said that the business of 
Pirmingham would be crippled if his road was 
obliged to charge as moch to Birmingham as 
it charged to intermediate points. 

The chairman inquired if compliance with 
the reguest for the suspension of the 
fourth section in the soath wosld not 
amount to the virtna! nullification of the law 
in that section of the country. 

Witness replied in the affirmative, and main- 
taining the necessity for such a suspension. 
The people of Alabama. he said, were not 
hankering for the enforcement of the law. 

The chairman remarked that the people of 
the south seemed to have felt a necessity for 
the law as evidenced by the action of congress, 

Mr. Stahlman answered that the people of 
the scuth had very little feeling in the mat- 
ter. Said he: , 

‘It was just our friends in congress who came 
bere and said ‘we will ridealong ov thisthing,’ 
and a good many of them were sorry for it, 
ton,.”’ | 
Further cn in his argument, Mr. Stahlmin 
sgain animadverted upon the spirit that had 
animated congress when it passed the law. 

Com missioner Bragg interrupted bim to say 
that such reflections upon the intelligence of 
congress were notin place and his remarks 
were lacking in the respect due to the supreme 
law weking power 

Mr. Stahiman admitted that the point was 
wélitakenand concluded his argument without 
further incident.

COV. GORDON IN NASHVILLE. 


Houses Destroyed— Flight of the Tonants-—Large 
Fires in Cincinsati-Buroivg of Stables 
at Brighton—Houses Destroyed, 


New Yor«, May 27.—Flames broke ont at 
1:30 clock this morning in the south eni of 
the Belt line s ables, on Tenth avenue, be- 
twoen 53rd and 54th stree’s. The building ws 
destroyed with 1,300 horses 22d nearly all the 
cars in the buildings. The fla nes were first sebn 
by one of the night hands, who gave an alarm. 
The flames sprea i ra xidly and soon completely 
enveloped the building in its fulds. The baild- 
ing was a five story builiing and covereda 
square block, reaching back to Eleventh ave- 
nue, The upper stories were occupied by re- 
pair shops snd combustible material, which 
blazed as scon as touched by fire. The offices 
were siivated in the southeast corner. They 
were in famesso qui-kly that there was no 
chance to save the books ofthe company. In 
the stables were over 1,600 horses and several 
hundred cars, At two o'clock tiis mora- 
ing the walls of the building 

FELL WITH A TERRIBLE CRASH, 
sending millions ofsparks and blazing pieces 
of woed high inthe air. Tho fire alarm of 
ile ‘‘three sixes” had been made as soon ag the 
fire chief arrived at the scene and engines 
irom #ll parte cof the city, with water tower 
end hook and Isdder comoanies were 
rapidly coming. The heat from the flaming 
building was so great that several firemen 4 
and two policemen were prostrated. 

At 1:45 a.m, the flames aided by the strong 
high wind, which was provailing, had leaped 
across the wide avenue ard communicated to 
‘he whole biock on the east side between 53d 
snd 54th streets. The block was composed of 
six-story tenement houzes and coal yards The 
terror stricken tenants poured out of the build- 
ing slike a swarm of bees,praying and fighting, 
aud cursing by turns. 

THE SCENE OF TERROR 
wes indescribable. The baildings burned rap- 
idjy, though the fronts facing the avenue were 
of brown stone. By 2:30 they were co upletely 
gutted, The flames spread to the entire square 
block over to Ninth avenue. 

At 2:50 a. m. the next block below had caught 
Ere, ard was burning fiercely. Streats in the 
vicinity for blocks sway were filied with 
frightened, cryingand woe-stricxen tenants, 
fleeing from the rayages of the flames, The 
fire attracted thousands of awe-strack specia- 
tors. The tenement houses were thickly peo- 
p'ed—every floor had from four to five fani- 
ilies. Atl were peor people, who will lose all 
their property. 

The fire was got under contro! at 4 o'clock 
tlis morning. The stables with their contents | 
ard frame honses on the opposite side of Tenth | 
avenue and down Fifty-fourth street were de- | 
stroyed. The loss will not be mach less than | 
1,660,000, :

EXPIRED FROM FRIGHT FROM THE SHOCK, 

The stables are a complete wreck and the 
tenements on the streets facing the stables 
also burned. There were sometiing like 1,400 
hor:es in the stables and ouly about 100 of these 
were caved. 

The loss is now estimated at $1 325,000. The 
fie reged from half-past one tul daybroak.

DEAD GOATS, DOGS, PIGS AND HORSES, 
that had been burned to deata in the vain 
scrau.bie for life. More than one hundred 
familes, toa great extent very poor people, 
have been rendered homele:s and one woman 
had perished from fright in the excitement. 
Any number of people, including firemén and 
police, bave Lecu prostrated by the consuming 
heat. Men, women and children wandered 
aimlessly over the ruins,their wrecked homes, 
bereft of their all, and bewildered at the sud- 
cen aud crusbing blow. Their losses, thongh 
miosily insignificant in amount, were accamu 
lations ofa lifetime. Tae insurance will be 
less than 3600000. The street. car company 
carried $310 000 insurance, divided amorg 150 
com panies. 
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EXAMINING THE RUINS 


Searching forthe Remains of the Uafortu- 
natesinthe Theater Fire. 

Paris, May 27.—The examiastion of the | 
rnins of the Opera Comique fur the remains of | 
victims continues rigorously. Twenty bodies 
have been fourd inthe dining room. These 
victims all met death by suffocation. The 
firemen sew other bodies, bnt were unable to 
resch them. Itis believed one hundred and 
fifty more bodies are in the ruins. 

According to an official report, sixty bodies 
nad been recovered from the ruins of the Opera 
Com quo up to 7 o'clock this evening. 

Keli coli of the attaches of the Opera Comique, 
mede today, shows that seventeen actors and 
employes are missing, exclusive of supernum- 
erarics, Who were engaged nightly as they 
were needed, and of whom no record was kept. 

Later official report amnounces that sixty- 
cizht bodies bave been recovered from the 
opera house. Ths work of searching the rains 
continues tonight with the aid of electric 
lights. IJInqu ries for missing friends are still 

eirg received. 

Approaches to the burned theater are 
crowded with sightseers. A pamphlet was 
vended on the streets today, the moral of 
which wes if there had been a series of miuts- 
ters of fine arts with as high a sense of public 
duty as bad been shown by General Bonlanger, 
ihe disaster would not have eccurred. ‘Tne

In 1850 the people wanted a coun- 
ty judge, and he was elected to that place, He 
gave such satisfaction that a year later, when 
it became necessary to choose a circuit judge, 
the appointment fell upon him. While he held 
this cftice he presided at a murder trial which 
de veloped one of the most remarkable cases of 
mistaken identity ever heard of in this region. 

A prominent miner in the vicinity of Mary- 
ville had cleaned up $5.000 worth of dust, and 
had started for San Francisco, where he ex- 
pected to take ship for his home in the states. 


On the way to San Francisco, and when not © 


many niles distant from Maryville, he was at- 
tacked by a highwayman, killed, and his gold 
was taken fromhim, When his dead body was 
found a few days later there was inten3e ex- 
citement among the miners, but for a time su3- 
picion rested upon no one. Every stranger and 
every hard citizen was closely examined to no 
purpose. At length, when the authorities had 
well nigh given up the idea of capturing the 
offender, somebody pointed out a desperate 
lcoking character as the notorious Jim Stewart, 
aman who was known to bea murderr and 
thicf, and he was arrested. Assoon asthe word 
Was parsed around that Jim Stewart was in the 
vicicity, every one knowing him said that he 
was undoubtedly theman. ust as most peo- 
ple hsd made up their minds that the murderer 
bad been taken and were congratulating the 
authorities en the result, it was learned that 
the prisoner denied that he was Stewart. To 
the sheriff and to a number of mineis wh) 
called on bim he declared that he never kuew 
Jim Sfewart and that his own name was [om 
Berdue, At first his story was not believed, 
but in the course of time men who knew S‘ew- 
art began to dispute with each otber on the 
questi n of identity, and the public gave up 
the problem and turned it over to the court 
over which Judge Mott presided. 

The trial was the first. of much importance 
in the s‘ate. Beidue was ably defended, and 
the promciuting attorney had two or three as 
tisteants. So far as direct evidence was con- 
cerred there was very little. Tae whole thing 
seemed toturn onthe ijentity of the prisoner. 
If it was Jim Stewart, then he was guilty and 
must be hanged. If it was not Stewart, then the 
vercict was to be an acquittal, For every man 
produced by the state who swore that the 
prise ner was Stewart the defense broughi for- 
waida man who swore he was not Stewart. 
Twenty-two such witnesses swore on both sides. 
Many of them explained how they could iden- 
tify Stewart. Oae man said he had known 
Stewart in the east, and that he had a peculiar 
lump or his shenlder, a hard substance uader 
the skin which. nevertheless, was movab!e. 
The prisoner was told to lay off his coat and 
open his sbirt. On his shoulder, jass abovethe 
blade, was the identical lump. 

“Ts it there?” asked the witness. 

“Yes,” said the examiners. * 

“Then that is Jin. Stewart,” concluded the 
witness, confident it was settled, 

Other witnesses were equa'ly positive, and 
for equally gocd reasons. It was thought that 
the testimony favorable te the prisover was so 
etrong that the j ry ¢ ould but in

ber, Judge Mott postponed sentencing his 
prisorer from time to time until there was no 
longer a doubt thas Stewart had been hanged 
in San Francisco, and then.on motion of an 

ttorrey, he gave the defendant a new trial, 


and the prosecuting attorney a‘ once dismissed 


the caso. Tom Berdue was glad enongh to get 
out of the scrape. He made his way to Sin 
Francisco where the story of his advantnre 
had preceded him, and for a long time he livel 
comfortably on the donations sympathetic peo- 
ple made to him. 

One of the witnesses who swere that Berdae 
was not Stewart now livesin San Francisco, 
and he says that the resemblance between the 
men was most striking. In speaking of the 
matter, he said: “Ican give n>? reasonable 
explanation of my conviction that the pris- 
oner was not Stewart. I simply did not believe 
be was. I had geen Stewart, and, thongh at 
first, or even at second or third glance Berdue 
looked like the outlaw, there was something 
about him—his manner, his speech, his gait, 
or what not—that iid not seem to me to be the 
same; £o I swore that he was not Stewart, 
though a)l the tine I was doing it | was expact- 
ing that, likely as not, something would tara 
up to prove that I was mistaken. Notwo men 
ever looked more alike. 

*T remember that one witness who knew 
Stewart well-said that if the prisoner was the 
fellow whom they took him for they would /iud 
along scaron his head well covered by his 
long hair. He knew that Stewart had that 
scar, because be had given him the blow that 
procuced it. Berdue’s head wa3 examined, and 
there was the identical scar. Another witness 
identified Berdue as Stewart by looking at his 
hanes. He said Stewart had short, stubby fia- 
gers, with very blant nails, and that there wa3 
an India ink mark on each hand batween the 
thumb and the forelinger. Berdue had the same 
fingers and nails,and there were India ink 
marks in the places specifiad. 

“On the other side there were men who swore 
that the defercant wa; not Stewart, because 
while the resemblance was c:ose there were cer- 
tain marks on Stewart which they could not 
find on Berdue. I remember that ons man who 
swore positively that the prisoner was not Stew- 
ait said that the latter had a big powder mark 
on bis chin on which no beard would grow. 
Berdue was looked at by several"people and at 
length it was announctd that there were pow- 
der matks on his chin, but that the bsard hai 
well nigh concealed them. The witness; who 
had jast swore that the prisoner was no; 3tew- 
art then took a look himself and said sa'd that 
he believed he had made a mistake. On asking 
the judge what he sheuld do, that worthy told 
bim to give his best opinion in view of all the 
fects, The witness started oat to’explain, and 
after a while he got mixed up, grabbed his hat, 
and left the stand, muttering that he woald be 
blessed if he knew what he did think. Noth. 
ing was said to him.as he took his seat with the 
crowd, but a good many people, including Judge 
Mott, laughed a little. Some others got mixed 
in the same way. It wouldn’t have taken 
much to have all the witnesses change places 
and swear against each other again from 
different standycints, Nobody was vary sure. 

‘Before he was lynched, Jim Stewart con- 
fersed several of his crimes, but he did not have 
anything to say about the murder on the Mary: 
ville road, so that to this day it iz not knowa 
who perpetrated that atrocity. After Tom Ber- 
cue came tothis town he "was mistaken once 
or twice for Stewart, and finally, to save him- 
eelf further trouble, he shaved ;his face clean, 
cut his hair, and got a Scotch cap. He wasa 
h+ermiless fellow, and I gaess nobody knows 
what ever became of him.”

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A BANK CASHIER'S ROMANCE, 
He Borrows Money from the Bank, Pays Part 


Back and is Arrested, 


Rather a romantic story was told at the 
Brighton quarter sessions recently, says the London 
News, in the course of the trial of Charles Dorey, 
chief cashier of the Brighton Union bank, 
for embezzlement. The prisoner, early in 
life was assistant secretary to the Irish 
Church Mission society, and when about 
21 years old became acquainted with one of the 
late partners of the bank in which he was ulti- 
mately employed. His connection with the bank 
extended over thirty years. The expenses of his 
family, three sons’and three daughters, as well as 
of iiiness, made demands on him that he was 
unable to meet with ~— his salary. 
Two of ‘the sons who had gone to the 
universities had died. In 1870 Dorey had 
great expectations from atingle lady who had a 
fortune of £25,000 and gave him to understand 
that he would receive £12,000 and his daughter 
£1,000. When she died, however, it was found 
that she had destroyed her will only the day pre. 
viously. Inthe meantime the accused had ob- 
tained possession oftome £3,00€ belonging to the 
bauk, tut Le rcstored t2 from 
the proceeds of a legacy, and al- 
thovgh the misappropriations had extended 
over inany years they ceased four years ago. Mr. 
sesley, for the defense, called witnesses as to 
character. A memoria! to the court signed by one 
hundred aud fifty principal residcnts, one hundred 
being customers of the bank, was handed in on 
bi helf of the prisoner, and it was also stated that a 
guarantee society had paid £1,500; so the bank had 
sustained no loss, while all the securities were un- 
tampered with.. The recordcr thought that 
two things weighed in the prisoner’s behalf, 
namely, his resturing some of the money, and the 
assistance he had given in putting the figures of 
the bank right; still he had abused the great con- 
fidence repored in him, and he must sentence him 
to imprisonment for twelve months with hard 
labor, ste

A few yeats 
sgo0 & wan kvew every one in town, women 
and children included; now thecommon in- 
ynity on the street cars and in public places is 
whois so and so, the one sitting over there, 
sud the one standing here. New houses have 
cone up in all parts of the city, and the occu- 
pants bave not as yet become known to their 
veighbors. On sideand main streets the force 
of the contractors is hard at work erecting 
bemes for new families thatawait their comple- 
tion to remove to Athens. That the city has 
ever ten thousaud inhabitants it generally be- 
lieved by our people. The census of 1830 does 
not give Athens anything like that number, 
but it is generally thought that the enu nera- 
tion of the people was incorrect. The enu- 
mersors were men who were very old, almost 
too eld to be efficient. Both of them have 
since died, and itis notan uncommon remark 
to hear men of fam ly dec'are that they were 
never approached by the enumerators at all. 
Since 1880 the sity hes advanced with tremen- 
dous strides. New industries, attracting a 
number of peosle, have been organizsd, 
a many additions to existing 
enterprises have called for new 
bands which has contributed to swell the pop- 
ulation of the city. The public school system 
has done more than any one thing to advance 
the importance of Athens aud increase the 
number of its inhabitants. The schools are ad- 
mirably organized here, and the opinion of 
visitors who are familiar with the public school 
system of the various cities is unanimous upon 
ihe point that Athens enjoys the best and most 
«ficient system of any city in the state. Be- 
tween cow and September quite an 
addition will be made to the pop- 
ulation of the city by the removal 
here of many families because of the existence 
of the publie schools. The local paper has 
from time to time urged upon the city govern- 
ment the necessity of having an exact census 
of the city taken. If there are ten thousand 
people within the corporate limits of the city, 
Athens will be entitled to many conveniences 
and comforts she docs not now enjoy. With a 
population of ten thousand she can secure a free 
postal delivery system, which will be a great 
advantage to the people of a city whore ths 
distances from piace to place are 
48 magnificent as they are hero. It has 
been suggested to employ the police in making 
thisexumeration.

How intense is ‘‘the hold’’ he has on the 
people of I'ranceis a mere matter of conjec- 
ture. In fact, everything about this man 
except his power of orgainizatioa and his 
vanity, is problematical. All great generals 
have been good organizers, and most great 
generals have been vain: but they have had 
other qualities which were developed by 
actual service and which triumphed over 
difficulties. Only a small portion of the 
sp'endid army which Boulanger has created 
ever saw actual service. It might fight 
well, or it might not. Boulanger has never 
led an army into battle, or conducted one 
through a lopg and ardaous campaign.

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Gennine Revenue Reform, 


The Thomasville Materprise makes these | 


remarks relative to the tariff question: 

The great question, how to reduce the revenue 
of the government, without disturbing the buii- 
ness Of the country, cannot be settled by the vehe- 
ment utterance of a few platitudes, nor the into!- 
erant spirit-that denies to an opponent the virtue 
of honesty. The tariff question is in no sense a 
party issue, and to seek to make it such is to in- 
vite dissensions and defeat. The true solution will 
be found in a compromise, which, while relieving 
the consumer of an onerous tax, will not violent- 
ly disturb the conditions of trade that have come 
with protection. 


There is a good deal of trnthin this, and 
we gather from it that our contemporary 
stands squarely on the democratic platform, 
vhich declares for revenue reform within 
the limits of protection. | 

It is to be borne in mind, however, that 
the revenue cannot be reduced. by redacing 
the customs duties. To reduce the tariff is 
to increase the revenue. There is but one 
reasouable method of reducing the revenue 
so that a dangerous surplus will not accum- 
ulate in the treasury, and that is to abolish 
the infamous internal revenue system. 

The tax collected under that system is a 
war tax—an emergency tax—and its perpet- 
uation is opposed to every principle on which 
the republic is based. It is a tax that is 
justified only by great emergencies, and the 
almost unanimous desire of the people, both 
north and south, that it shall be abolished is 
opposed only by a small faction of free trad- 
ers, who believe that its perpetuation will 
compel congress to enlarge the free list to'an 
extent that will ruin our industries and up 
set the business of the country. 

These free traders are backed by the whis- 
ky ring, which is compo:ed of distillers, 
-This ring is rich and powerful, and is prac- 
tically protected by the tax on whisky. Tho 
newspaper agents of the ring meet every 
argoment for the repeal of the internal 
revenue laws with the cry of free whisky, 
forgetiipg that the states will have the aun- 
thority to impose a tax on spirits and the 
power to intrust its collection to men who 
will not employ Russian methods, nor play 
the part of spies and informers. 

The internal revenue system must go. It 
is bad enough even when an emergency de- 


mands its establishment; but in a time of | 


profound peace, more than twenty years 
after the emergency that authorized it has 
passed, it is simply infamous. To abolish 
it is to inaugurate genuine revenue reform. 


A Railroad in China, 

A few days ago the cables announced the 
Opening of the first railroad in China. It 
extends from Taxer to Ticutsin. The first 
t1ain which passed over it was greeted by 
thovsands of people, native and foreign, who 
cheered the pioneer messenger on the iron 
highway. 
English capitalists obtained the permission 
of the government to bnild a railroad in 
China. They began the work, but very 
‘con the most violent opposition developed 
among the conservative and suspicions 
balives. They bad seen so much that was 
bad about the English that they supposed 
the railroad project was some new deviltry 
invented to torment their sleepy peace, 


But the Chinese have changed. Their | 


provincial wall could not resist the beating 
tides of progress,and they are yielding to 
the inevitable invasion of modern ideas with 
a cheerful resignation. It will be interest- 
ing to watch the influence of railroads on 
China. That such enterprises will prove 
profitable to the nglish and French capita'- 
ists, who largely control the commerce of 
that wonderful country, cannot be doubted. 
This first railroad will be speedily followed 
by others penetrating the rich interior, lay- 
ing itopen ,o European and American manu: 
factures, and hearing its hidden treasures to 
the ports for distribution throughout the 
world. But how will the railroads affect 
China? A powerful element of modern civ- 
ilization will be injected into the life blood 
of a nation which has quietly been working 
ont its own destiny on the principles and by 


| the customs it held a thousand years BROs.

Mr. George W. Cable, the author, who has 
gained a great celebrity by his novels, particularly 
by those descriptive of Creole life in Louisiana, ar- 
rived in the city Tuesday night by the 9:15 train 
from Washington, and stopped at the Exchange 
hotel).

They had quite a 
pleasant chat with Mr. Cable (chieflyon educa- 
tional topics and the civil rights of the negroes) 
lasting tome twenty minutes. Mr.«Cable then 
warmly sbook hands with each member of the dele- 
gation, making some pleasing parting expressions 
as he did so. Toareporter Mr. Cable said he was 
not now on a lecturing tour. He would, however, 
deliver a series of lectures in the south after leaving 
New Orleans, June 10ih next. He is on his way to 
southern Louisiana to write onthe ground where 
the scenes of the story are laid in his closing 
‘Arcadian Prose Pastoral’ of his series there. He 
said, however, that he unexpectedly found himself 
sunmoneé by telegraph to lecture at Spartanburg, 
Ss, C., tomorrow. He feared he could not reach Co 
Inmbia, 8. C., without going a more around way 
than his limited time admitted of. He was trayel- 
ing south slowly, his chief aim being tosee as many 
academical institutions as he could; ‘for,’ said Mr.

NOT A PRETTY BEAST. 


The Walrus Cannot Win Favor bg its Looks 
or Its Smartuess,. 
From the All the Year Round. 

It isa melancholy fact, but none the less 
true, that the walrus is one of the most disgusting 
looking objects known to man. It has a raw, 
naked hide, without hair or fur, covered witha 
multitude of pustular-looking warts, boils and 
pimples, the skin wrinkled in deep, flabby folds, 
and marked by dark venous lines, which show 
clearly through the yel’owish brown cuticle, 
which seems to be peeling off with leprosy, alto- 
gether a most unwholesome-looking brute, !un- 
pleasantly suggesting the appearance we know as 
“bloated.” 

They are of tremendous size, ten feet and a half, 
to twelve feet long, and weighing fifceen or sixteen 
hundred pounds. In water their motions are not 
nearly so quiet or graceful as those of the seal or 
sea lion, and on land they are almost helpless, for 
which reason they rarely come outside the surf 
wash. They goaboutinlarge herds, which now 
and then emerge to sleep. First one lands and lays 
itself out, and then a second comes and givesits 
predecessor a shove, whereupon he move; a little 
farther up, then comes No. 3, who pokes up No. 2, 
who prods No. 1, and so on until the whole herd 
has got to land, each brute pillowed on the body 


| of the one above him, withont quarreling, but 


every movement displaying apathy and phlegm. 
Its most extraordinary feature is its hide, which, 
over the shoulders and down the throat and chest, 
is three inches thick, and is nowhere less than haif 
an inch, 

It feeds exclusively upon shellfish and the bul- 
bous roots snd tender stalks of certain marines 
plants, which grow abundantly at the bottom of 
the bays and Iagoons of the Alaskan coast, and it 
is evidently for digging up these that it uses its 
tusks, and not, as is reported, for the purpose of 
hauling itselfuponice or rock. Another blow to 
received Opinions, is given by Mr. Elliott's testi- 
mony as to the cowardice of the brutes.

ATHENS, Ga., May 25, 1887.— Editors Consti- 
tution: a writerin your paperof yesterday says 
correctly, I alone am responsible for the restoration 
tothe university of “the would-be duelists.” I 
Wake no complaint that this matter has made its 
appearance in the newspapers. On the contrary, | 
cheerfully admit my responsibility to the press and 
the general public, as well as to the board of trus 
tees. for the general principles controlling my part 
in the administration of the university—and pre- 
eminently so formy decisionof a question in- 
volving the very essence of morality iteelf. Ido 
not cousider it unfortunate that the university is 
not, like other colleges in the state, surrounded by 
cenominstionai owners, who are tempted to resent 
sny newspaper notices that are not favorable, and 
to try tointimidate into silence any paper that 
shows a disposition to criticise. On the contrary, 
I think it fortunate for the university that the press 
have and assert the right tojmake daylight shine, 
and the fresh windsof heaven blow, through it 
everywhere. True, sometimes, hasty ana inacca- 
rate statements may be rushed into print, but 
even then there isample compensation, if some 
competent hand gives the correction, for thus the 
ubiversity is kept before the public 

The press bave universally treated me, personal. 
ly, with kindness, and granted me a consideration 
far beyond my merits. 

Of course, on the details of my administration of 
discipline, I ought not to be expected to plead be- 
fore the public; but1 stand ready to justify the 
great principles on which my system of govern- 
ment is based; and, certainly, to explain to the 
newspapers and the public why I restored “the 
would-be duelists.”’ 

& 1. But it may be asked, how is it that it fell to 
my lot to decide that question? The answer is that 
last year the trustees so far modified the govern. 
ment here as to place in the hauds of the chancel- 
lor the power to inflict on students in the general 
government, outside of professors’ departments, al) 
penalties short cf expulsion, without consulting 
the faculty. This jurisdiction relates to the habits 
dnd deportment of the students, in the streets, at 
their rooms and in other places outside of profes- 
sors rooms and public halis In these last relations 
the students are subject to tre jurisdictions of the 
—— severally, and to the faculty as a 

ody, as has always been the case. In making 
this change no power or responsibility is taken 
by the trustees from the individual professors, 
They have now, as they always did have, the au- 
thority andthe obligation to aid the chancellor 
and the faculty by efforts to detect offenses and of- 
fenders, and to use their individual personal infiu- 
ence to prevent and to suppress disorder. The law 
gives the individual protessor the authority to in- 
terpore in the case of disorder, and positively for- 
bids him so to act as if he had no responsibility in 
the premises, ThisI would sayin defenseof the 
prerogaiives of my coileagues, that no one may 
ipfer irom the phraseology of your correspondent 
that they are individuaily ciphers in any part of 
university government, 

While it by no means follows that the chancellor 
can, bar vena ga se yee the faculty, restore to the 
university a stadent whom he had dismissed for aa 
indefinite time, neverthele:s_ it was finally agree’? 
by the faculty to permit me fo decide this question 
according tomy own convictions of right and of 
policy. Neither individually nor collectively, 
then, do they share the responsibility. lam alone 
responsible. 

2 The «question then is asked, why were not ‘‘the 
would-be duelists’ puuishea? The auswer is that 
they were all punished. Their connection with 
the wuiversity was severed; they were ipr- 
structed to go home and their fathers 
were requested to summon them = away. 

This action of the university was announced by 
the press everywhere; and nut with uuwiversal ap 
probation The university put its brand of con, 
Gempation on the criminal, barbarous and foolish 
deed which the boys attemptec to perpetrate. 

o. But why were they restored to their places in 
the university? Please let us see whatistheex 
tent of meaning of this question. Is it asked on the 
assumption that those buys had committed the ua- 
pardonseble sin that must cut them off forever from 
the opportunity of prosecuting the course of higher 
education furnished by colleges? Does it imply 
that. it was the duty of all colleges to close their 
doors sgainst them forever? I do not suppose that 
any sensible person would answer this question in 
the affirmative. If there shoula be one I beg tobe 
excused from arguing the question with him. 

If these young men could ever be restored to the 
tights and privileges of college students, when, 
and at what institution,could they enjoy this high 
beon without detriment to morals and to our good 
neme here? For, according to their own laws. and 
the comity existing between these higher instita- 
tions, nO university or college could receive these 
boys without our consent first given. Woenever and 
wherever, them, they may have entered insti. 
tutions of learning they would have done so atour 
instance and on our responsibility. In deciding to 
permit them to return here I have ocmmitted no 

reater Outrage, if outrage at ell, than could have 

ep jurtly charged tomeif I had consentel for 
them to enter any other institution. 

4, Why did I consent for them to return to the 
university? 

1 Because they hada punishment inficted on 
them in the presence of the whole world that is 
reached by vewspapers.

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HIDE DEALERS’ TROUBLE.

THE CITY ORDINANCES MAKES 
THEIR BUSINESS UNPROFITABLB 
The Fine Imported Upon Mr. Schon Causes Talk 
Among the Hide Dealers aod an Attemptts Bs- 
peal the Ordirance Will Probably Be 
Mace a: the Next Connc!l Meeting.

Mcre than a quarter of a million dollars 
worth of green and dry hides were handled in 
Atlanta Jast year, and the men engaged in the 
business have found it quite profitable, 

But if eection 472, of the city code, is ‘en- 
forced, strict}y, the line of trade may be dwarf- 
ed contiderably. 

There are three firms engaged in the hide 
trade in Atlanta. Sheek & Co. is the oldest 
firm, with a house on Forsyth street, then 
Lynch out on Marietta street at 128, and C. 
Schoen at 149 Decatur street. Each of these 
firms buy hides wherever they can be picked 
up, and store them away. Both Sheek «& (Oo,, 
ard Schcen store their goods in the city, Mr, 
Lynch alone having a store room outside of 
town, and by the section of the code, any one 
of them nay bo made to move his plaze of 
business at any time. The section reads: 

No person shall keep hides, dried or green. filtby 
régs, bopes or gvano, or anything else that may be 
adjudged a nuisance, to the annoyance of any citi- 
zen, or the detriment of the public health, wi:hio 
three hundred vards of the dwelling or pusine3s 
hovse of any citizen of said city, and any person 
violutipg this ordinance shall,on conviction, pay 
a fine of not more than $100, ete, 

So far, cnly twoof the firm have ever had 
sny trouble abcut the law, but neither one of 
theee has anything like an exemption from its 
enforcement with the possible excaptoin of Mr. 
Lynch. On Wednesday last Mr. Schoen was 
arraigned in police court’charged with violat- 
ing the section and was fined ten dollara and 
cost and advised to move his goods out of the 
cily. The trial brought the hide industry to 
the surface and during yesterday and the day 
previous it was a topic on the streets. The 
hide men and their friends were quite sore, 
rot at the enforcement of the law but at the 
law iteelf,and at the next meeting ofthe 
council an attempt will be made to repeal! it 
Tie hide men are somewhat exercised over 
the matter and were qu'te talkative. 

“Why,” said Mr. Schoen, “if that law is car- 
red out I aco hurt in wy business. Now, whea 
I cane bere and began buying hides I hui one 
object only in view, and that was to coutinue 
the busiress aud eventually startatannery. I 
had already commenced on my plaus when this 
care CAW6 Up against mo.” 

* Will the result interfere with you?” 

“Well, yes, it will, Why the sanitary in- 
spectors wen; through my place and gave it a 
thorough insprction, and stated that it was all 
right, and they were my witnesses on trial. 
Batsimply because the Jaw says if the businass 
is cflensive to my neighbors 1 was 4ned. No, 
I can’t afford to buy mea house oat of town 
end continue the business.” 

Mr. Lynch, who isin all probability much 
better situated as farasthe law is concerned 
than e.ther of the other firm, is taking the 
matter easily. Just outside the city he hasa 
tallow facicry, and there he stores his hides. 
in tpexking of the matter he said: 

“J bad Schoen’s experience once. Aboni 
three years ago a case was made against ms. I 
was then storing siy hides at my p'ace on 
Murietts sticet. Judge Anderson fined me 
aud I moved out of town.”’ 

“Well, does the law hurt you any?” 

“No; leant say that it does, because I have 
my teems and buildings out there, and can 
hen) the hides outas fastasI can get tham 
Bot it will hurt Schoen,” 

“How?’’ 

“Why, he'll have a house to build, buy or 
rent in which to store away from people, and 
where he’ll be safe like 1 am until some one 
builds close to him, and then he'll have teams 
tobny and keepup. The business is a good 
one if handled right. Last year I handled just 
a little less than a half million pounds of 
hides, and that means $80,000 to $90,000. I 
guess Schoen handled half as much or more. 
Still, ] don’t think a man ought to keep his 
hides where they are offensive to neighbors.” 

Sheek & Co.’s place, on Forsyth street, is 
amerg a nest of conimission houses. They 
have never been molested with the courts and 
think the Jaw a good one. 

“Itthe hide men will keep their houses 
clear,’ sail cne of the firm, ‘there‘will be no 
trouble. Now, we are mighty careful and 
kecp nothing offensive.” 

“But all hide houses smell alike.” 

“No, they don’t. You sse we buy nothing 
but a healthy hide ifitis cenred. We exanine 
each one as we get them, and if any are nu- 
sound we don’t take them. To put one dis 
eaxsed hide ina pile ruins all. Then if we 
buy a green hide we cure if ourselves. We 
keep our place clean and nobody objects.”’ 

“Do you handle many hides?” ; 

‘Last year, close on to $100,000 worth. But 
we have to be careful with them as everybody 
ehculd,”’

Two Life Cunvicts Dott the. Stripes After 
Two Years’ Imprisonment, 


Yesterday Thomas Brown and Elbart Black- 
well were slaving at one of the penitentiary 
camps with the preepect of a life’s servitade 
Staring them in the face. Today they will be 
set free. 

Two years ago there men, both negroes, 
were cnfined in the Webster county jail. Oae 
night they covceived the brilliant idea of 
burping their way out, and with thie end in 
view built a fire onthe floor. After burning a 
small hole in the plank flooring the smoke be- 
came so thick that the two boys thought they 
bad a fair prospect of suffocating, and not rel- 
ishing any such prospect eet np acry for help. 
The fire was easily extinguished. : 

They were indicted for arson, technically 
“setting fire to a louse in a town,” and upon 
being convicted were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary. 

In the case of Jentins against the state, re- 
ported in the 53d Georgia, the superior court 
held that in cases of this kind, when the only 
object is to-escape, no arson is committed. This 
is on the same princ!pal that there can be no 
murder withcut the intent tocommit murder— 
the criminal intent being necessary to all 
crimes, 

Upon the strength of this decision and the 
principles involved a movement in behalf of 
Brown and Blackwell was begun ia Webster 
county. Petitions signed by the representa: 
tive of that county, the clerk of the superior 
court, the oidinary, members of the bar, the 
gisnd jury and many citizens were presented 
tothe governor. These were backed up bya 
personal letter from Judge Allen Fort and So- 
licitor. General Hudson, 

On yesterday the governor entered an order 
to the. principal keeper of the penitentiary for 
the reJease of these two men upon the grounds 
that they were not guilty of any offense ups 
which they could have been convicted under 
the incictments against them.

Railroad Bridges in Georgia.

He was calied to Geor _ soseniie to inspect 
a vuuzmber of railroad bridges, and ‘hhas just com- 
pleted that tatk, though he has not yet madea 
report. 

‘There are railroad bridges in Gaorgia,” said 
Mr. Oeborn, “that were built tweaty years ago. 
Daring that time engines and trains have 
about doubled in weight. In other words, the 
bridge of today has tobe twiceas strong a? 
the bridge twenty years ago. The old style of 
bridge is tco weak for tolay. When you add 
age and severe usage to original woakaess, it is 
easy to see that there is cause for uneasiness.” 

‘Do you speak with reference to the bridges 
you have examined?’ 

“I donot. Iam speaking generally. I have 
examined a number of bridges, but hava not 
made the necessary calculations yet to deter- 
— their strength, and what is required of 

em.”’ 

“The old style, wooden bridges ara disap- 
pesring, are they not?” 

“Yes, they are rapidly giving placé to iron 
bridges. and combination bridges, of wood and 
iron. Railroads are taking an increased inter: 
est in their bridges, and are takiag greater 
pride in having good ones. In many ins‘an- 
ces they take old but serviceadle bridges from 
the main lines, where traflic is heavy, and pt 
them on the branches, where traffic is light, 
replacing them with the best medern strust- 
iurs, built of wood, wronght iron and ste] ” 

“Ts the bridge compaed entirely ofiron :on- 
sidered the most economica'?” 

“No, a combination bridge, built of wood and 
iron, is cheaper and answers every purpoze, It 
can be built for two-thirds ihe co it of an iroa 
bridge, and when the wood wears out it can be 
renewed and still not make the bridge cost as 
much asaniron bridge would nave cost. A 
combination bridge is built so tiai where the 
weight pulls there is iron, and where it presses 
there is wocd,”’ 

“Does iron grow weaker with ago?” 

“Wrought iron, under heavy straias and 
continued vibrations, especially at low tem- 
peratures, becomes a good deal like cist iron 
and liable to break short and suddenly.”

Mr. W. L. Evans, proprietor of the Decatur 
street shooting gallery, said to @ CONSTITUTION 
reporter yesterday : 

“The axticle in Tuesday’s CoNnsrirurion 
headed ‘Three Parlor Rifles’ did me and my 
wife a great injustice. If the officer who made 
cases avainst us had understood the situation 
be would never have drzamed of such a thing. 
My relatiors wiih my wife have always been 
uninterruptedly harmonious. There never has 
been the slightest disagreement between us. 
Ir stead of attempting my life she was doing 
everything in ber power to shield me from 
danger. Mouday night I had an engaze- 
ment to go with an oflicer to arrest 
@ very dangerons man who was charged with 
a very grave crime. My wife knewI[ was g»- 
ing and begged me not todo so, as she feared 
I would lose my life We talked about the 
matter during the evening and when the time 
came for me to go my wife begged hard for me 
to stay. I insisted upon going and she caught 
ho}d of me, saying she would go if I went. “In 
her ¢fforts to dissuade me from going she nat- 
urally became excited and raised her voice in 
speaking. Her lond and earnest tones attract: 
ed the attention of Officer Ozbura who, mis-

My 
wife did not touch a gin. 
Neither did I. My wife did try to eter” my 
pistol from me. In telling me of the dangers 
of my proposed trip, she said, ‘He'll shoot you,’ 
which the officer mistook for, ‘ll shoot you.’ 
There was no crowd aitracted, we did not re- 
fuse to give our names and there was no threat 
of the Black Maria.”’

THE WOMAN'S INDUSTRIAL UNION 
OF ATLANTA, 


Arziusi Gathering of the Friends of This (netitution — 
A History of the Union-What is Doing end Ex- 
pees to Do-—The New Butiding -Meror 


s Gcoper and Others Commend It. 


Mayor Cooper, several members of the city 
conneil, and a number of others, were at the 
Woman’s Industrial union institute yesterday 
to witness the annual exhibition. The exer- 
cises were of an interesting cheracter, consist- 
ing of singing, recitations, exhibitions in eoak- 
ing and serving food. An excollent dinner 
wes served which the children had prepared. 
The ieacher was surrounded bya larga class of 
bright little girls, all neatly dressed and weli 
bebaved. The apartments are kept scrup:- 
lously clean, and anairof thrift and good 
management excites the praise of the visitor. 
The children make mest of their own dresses, 
and they cock and prepare their own food, be- 
sides attending to all the varied daties of 
housekeeping. 

This noble charity was organized by the 
Wemsn’s Industrial union, in the month of 
February, iSc4, Miss Laura Haygood was the 
fact tresident. An industrial school was 
cperncda in a cottage on the corner of Cone and 
Cuurch streets, under the : mtrol of the union. 
The gociety begtn with abo mut 159 mambors. 
The active members paid 2 25 cents a moath and 
the honorary members pad $l1amonth. Most 
of the latter were gentlemen. Mrs, S‘ispherd 
gave her serv'c®3 as teacher in the school uatil 
it wes well organized, after which two regular 
tcachers were ele -ted —one for {26 school room 
andthe other forthe culinary cepsartmant 
From the birth of the union till ire preseat 
time its means have been limited. The gala- 
ries of the teachers were, however, sma'l and 
it was with them a worthy Jabor of love 

The pupils have been got from the streats 
and from indigent families, aud their agos 
rar ge from eight to fifteen. Aout forty-four 
pupils have been onthe lists. Tae pupils ra- 
ecive thorough practical training in iadastrial 
branches. For their encouragement thoy are 
given “merit cards” worth one cest each 
which are redeemed aeénally in provi ions and 
clothes. School hours are about the sane as 
they ara in the public schools, 

One of the ladies connected with ths union 
said yesterday: ‘There are many children in 
the city who cught to have just such a training 
as this :chool affords. Many of tho apolicaats 
for relief can vot read, and only a fow of the 
cbildren have an opportunify te acquire any 
echooliug. . Could such girls attend this 
school they would learn not only 
to read atd write, but to ba neat 
and =yprompt and to observe haavan’s 
first law—order. Here they are taught to bs 
obedient, studious, cheerful, to work and play 
and enjoy life's early moro. Many of the lit: 
tie ones are deprived of a muthers gentie care 
and father's kind gresting. "Thair homas are 
destitute of a!most everything that tends to 
elevate and cheer their young aud tender minds 
aud loving hearts. Seldom dothey hear a kind 
word. In thisschcol they are surrounded by 
everything that gladdens and cheers. The 
emiles, the worés and the very looks of their 
teachers bec me dear to them ” 

In recent years the mem ership of the union 
bas decreased, and an effortis now making to 
increase it, The union has had much help 
from voluntary subscribers. Somes of the 
merchants have given supplies of provisions, 
clothing, ete. Colonel Murrili has generously 
Fupplied the necessary coal during 
the winter. Many of ths Sanday schools 
have given supplies. When Miss Haygood left 
Atlanta, Mrs. B. Mallon was chosen presideut, 
which place she filled until last Octobar, when 
Mrs. Tucker served temporarily. Shein tura 
was succeeded by Mrs. Livingston Mims, who 
is the president now. Mrs. Inman has given 
the union a central building lotia the rear of 
the high school. Mr. Wheeler, the architect. 
bes drawn a plan fora suitable building, and 
now all that is needed is the necessary money 
wherewith to construct the building. The 
union now bhas.in bank some $1,500. Is needs 
about $4,000 more. 

Yes exdsay sexerci‘es demonstrated to Mayor 
Cocper and others the usefulness of the inati- 
tution, and all the visitors commended it in 
the warmest terms. T1e mayor says he is 
pleased With the matner in which it is con- 
dacted and declares he will d) all in his power 
to further its interests.
